Accordingly one 
of ho firſt Cares of the Apoſtles was, 
to form and direc the publick Aſſem- 
blies of Chriſtians for this end, and to 
appoinr fit Perſons to preſide in them, 
as is plain from ſeyeral Paſſages in the 
New Teſtament, particularly the Ad, 
of the Apoſtles, and the Epiſtles to Ti- 
methy and Titus. 

Queſt. Were not our Lord and bis Apo- 
ſtles Examples of it? 

Anſw. They were. Our Saviour, when 
He was upon Earth, reſorted to the 
Temple, and ſo did bis Apoſtles both 
before and after his Crucifix ion, till 
that Form of Religious Worſhip was 
ſet aſide.
